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1, (Currently Amended) A method for cooidinating telecommunications services provided 
to a plurality of users via at least one telecommunications terminal connected to at least one 
telecommunications network, wherein a service mediation server coordinates processing 
operations performed by the telecommunications services on behalf of the user, the method 
comprising: ! 

connecting the telecommunications services to the service mediation 

server; 

Specifying, by each of the telecommunications services, at least one event 
of which the telecommunications service is to be notified by the service mediation 
server [[or]] an d at least one event which the telecommunications service is 
capable of transmitting to the service mediation server; | 

connecting the at least one telecommunications terminal of a user to the 
service mediation server; 

transmitting, from the at least one teleconmiunications terminal to the

2. (Previously Prcsiented) The method according to claim 1, wherein each availability r 
specified by a user includes: 

an availability state capable of having the values of available and not 
available, in call transfer to a specified call number or an unknowji number if th; 
user does not w;mt his/her availability state to be accessible, 

an optional terminal identifier to which an incoming call intended for th; 
user is transferred, 

an event notification mode and 
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a list of contacts to which the availability state applies. 

3. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 2 wherein each availability mode 
specified by a user also includes availability rules specifying periods in which the availability 
mode is active. 

4. (Previously Presented) The method according to one of claim 1, the state of 
connectability of each user determined by the service mediation server can be in on<; of the 
following states: 

connectable if the active availability mode of the user is in the availabl<; 

stale and if at least one user terminal is connected to the service mediation server, 
not connectable if no user terminal is connected to the mediation server, 
access to the connectability state subject to authorization if the user want^ 

his/her connectability state to be provided to other users only with his/her prior 

authorization, 

in transfer if the user specified that incoming calls intended for him/her 
must be transferred to a call number specified in the active availability mode, and 

unknown if the requested user is not registered with the service mediation 
server or if he/she does not want his/her connectability state to be accessible.

18. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 16, comprising an interface module adapted 
to provide access to tlie telecomnmni cations server by the at least one 
network, and to receive processing requests from the at least one telecommunications 
users, to retransmit the processing requests to a component of the teleoonmiunications 
responsible for performing a requested processing operation, and to transmit a response 
component of the telecommunications server in response to the processing requests. 

1 9. (Previously Presjented) The system of claim 1 8, wherein the interface module con^prises a 
plurality of duplicated t;omponents to provide fault tolerance. 

20. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 1 6, comprising an access monitor including: 

means tor connecting and disconnecting a telecommunications terminsl 
and the telecommunications server;

22. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 16, wherein the at le^ one 
telecommunications network is selected from the group consisting of: a terrestrial telephone 
network, a cellular tele^jhone network, and a computer network. 

23. (Previously Piesented) The system of claim 16, wherein the at 1 
telecommunications sei-vice server comprises: 

means for connecting to the telecommunications service mediation 
system; 
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means for specifying and transmitting, to the telecommunications service 
mediation system, at least one event of which the telecommunications service 
server must be notified by the telecommunications service mediation system or 
that the telecommunications service server is capable of transmitting to the 
telecommunications service mediation system; and 

means for receiving, from the telecommunications service mediation 
system, event nt^tifications from other telecommunications services having beer 
specified as reqviiied to be notified by the telecommunications service server. 
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REMARKS 

Claims 1-6 and 16-23 are pending. By this Amendment, claims 1 and 16 aie 
and no claims are canceled or added. 

Claim 1 is amended to recite, in part, specifying, by each of the 
services, at least one event of which the telecommunications service is to be notified 
service mediation server and at least one event which the telecommmiicatibns service is 
of transmitting to Ihe service mediation server; transmitting, from the at 
telecommunications terminal to the service mediation server, at least one user profile, the 
one user profile being a record of data concerning the user, the data including at least 
telecommunications services to which the user has subscribed and at least one availability 
storing the at least one user profile in a database of the service mediation server; and 
by the at least one telecommunications terminal, a user profile and an availability mode 
the database prior to the activating. Claim 16 has also been amended. 

Support for the amendments to claims 1 and 16 can be found throughout the ap])lication 
as filed; therefore, no new matter has been added. 

Claim Rejections -35 U,S.C. §§ 102 & 103 

Claims 1, 3-5, 16-18, 22 and 23 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) being 
anticipated by Day, Rosenberg and Sugano in "A Model for Presence and Instant Mi 
hereinafter "Day." Claims 2, 6 and 19-21 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § l03Ca) ^ being 
unpatentable over Day, Insofar as the rejections apply to the amended claims, the rejections are 
respectfully traversed. 
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First, Day does not disclose, suggest or include evidence of a user profile as in 
claim 1 . The user profil e is a record of data concerning the user, the data including at 
of telecommunications services to which the user has subscribed and at i least one 
mode. The Office Action cites only to Day's "presence information" and does not 
distinct user profile, whsre claim 1 recites both a user profile and an availability mode. 

Further, amended claim 1 includes the following; "activating, by the at 
telecommunications terminal, a user profile and an availability mode stored in the 
to the activating," The Office Action states that Day "specifies availability modes that 
used, which are previously stored." Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner 
where Day so specifics. Referring to Section 2.1, Day provides only that clients 
"presence information 1.o be stored and distributed." Claim 1, in contrast, requires that 
profile and the availability mode are stored prior to the activating. There is no such dii 
suggestion or evidence in Day. 

In particular, the Office Action concedes that there is no detail in Day about "aci 
(Office Action, page 5, lines 8-9), and there is no mention in Day of a database. As illus 
Fig. 3a of Day, the Prejience Service begins with a state of PI. In Fig. 3b, the Presentity 
its state to P2, which is communicated to the Presence Service. In Fig. 3c, the Presence 
has retained only the P2 state, which it also communicates to the Subscriber, 
disclosure or suggestion in Day that the previous PI state is retained, or that P2 was 
stored in a database as in claim 1 . 

As amended, claim 1 also recites specifying, by each of the telecommunications 
at least one event of which the telecommunications service is to be riotified by Xh<' 
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mediation server and at least one event which the telecommunications service is 
transmitting lo the service mediation server. Applicant respectfully notes that claim 1 
user profile, an availability mode and an event, "A claim is anticipated only if each a: 
element as set forth in the claim is found, either expressly or inherently described, in 
prior ait reference " Ml'EP 2131, citing Verdegaal Bros. v. Union Oil Co., 814 F.2d 628= 
USPQ2d 1051, 1053 (Fed. Cir. 1987), "The identical invention must be shown in as 
detail as is contained hi tlie . . . claim," Id., citing Richardson v. Suzuki Motor Co., 
1226, 1236, 9 USPQ2d 1913, 1920 (Fed. Cir. 1989). As the Office Action has 
and every element in amended claim 1, in as complete detail as claim 1, claim 
anticipated by Day. 

Therefore, claim 1 is allowable. Claims 2-6 depend from claim 1 and are ther( 
now allowable. The nsjections of claims 2-6 are traversed but not expressly argued 
view of the allowability of the underlying base claim- 
Similar to claim 1, amended claim 16 recites a user profile comprising a record 
concerning a user, the data including at least a list of telecommunications services to 
user has subscribed and at least one availability mode. Amended claim 16 also recites 
management module adapted to receive an event entry defining at least one of an event 
the at least one telecommunications service is to be notified and at least one evt 
transmitted by the at least one telecommunications service. Additionally, as discussed 
with respect to claim 1, claim 16 recites a user profile, an availability mode and an 
least for reasons similar to those set forth above wth respect to claim 1, claim 16 is 
allowable. Claims 17-23 depend from claim 16 and are also now allowable. The 
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claims 17-23 are traversed but not expressly argued in view of the allowability of the unc erlying 
base claim. 



Conclusion 

In view of the foregoing, it is submitted that this application is in condition for allowance. 
Favorable consideration and prompt allowance of the application are respectfully requests d.
